Tragic accident claims 
life of Estill woman

Grandparents United is a close- 
knit group that not only sticks 
together, but stitches together. 

In late September, they began a 
lap quilt project, and by Dec. 2, 
had created 30 unique and colorful 
quilts. 

“We wanted to do something that 
would be both functional and for¬ 
ever,” said Terri Renfro, a member of 
the group, which will have a draw¬ 
ing to distribute the quilts. Each of 
their grandkids will receive one as a 
Christmas gift. 

Teresa Dawes, Director of 
Community Education programs, 
helped organize Grandparents 
United, a support group for parents 


raising grandchildren. 

It began with a grandparents’ 
resource fair and a “lunch on the 
lawn” of the Central Office. 

Many of the caregivers not only 
struggle with limited resources but 
are helping to care for aging par¬ 
ents. 

The group began their quilt proj¬ 
ect by raising funds for it. They held 
a road block and took up donations. 
They raffled a quilt they made to 
raise funds for the batting. 

Christian Appalachian Project 
from Corbin donated the fabric for 
the quilt tops. St. Timothy’s mission 
on Barnes Mountain helped collect 
sheets to use as the linings of the 
quilts.

Nancy Ann Tipton, 33, died 
Saturday in a car accident on Highway 
52 just west of Irvine. A resident of 
Mountain Crest, the mother of three 
was employed by Wendy’s. 

Mary Ballard worked with Nancy 
on night shift there. 

“She was the sweetest person,” said 
Mary. “She would do anything for 
anybody.” 

She also said Nancy was a devoted 
mother. 

“Her babies were the world to her,” 
she said. 

Nancy had a daughter, Paige Angela 
Benaccia Watson, and two sons, Jacob 
Lee Tipton, and Casey James Tipton. 
Her loving companion was Jimmy 
Watson. 

According to a Kentucky State 
Police report, the Richmond Post 


responded to a collision on Saturday, 
Dec. 7, 2013 around 1:30 in the after¬ 
noon. It happened at the junction of 
the Joseph Proctor Memorial Bypass 
and Kentucky Highway 52. 

The initial investigation revealed 
that a Chevrolet Malibu failed to stop 
at a red light and attempted to make 
a left turn onto Kentucky 52 from the 
bypass. The driver’s side of the vehi¬ 
cle was struck after the vehicle drove 
directly into the path of a GMC truck 
that was traveling west on Kentucky 
52. 

Tipton was transported to the UK 
Medical Center where she passed 
away. 

The driver of the truck, John 
McCord, 69, of Richmond, was not 
injured in the collision. 

The Estill County Rescue Squad and 
Estill County EMS assisted Trooper 
Bobby Edwards and Trooper Charles 
Brandenburg at the scene.

There are two new fil¬ 
ings for office this week. 
Tommy Jo “Tobo” Bryant, 
Republican, of 211 Geneva 
Avenue, and Billy Dean 
Arthur, Republican, of 528 
Broadway, are both incum¬ 
bents seeking re-election for 
the Irvine City Council. 

James Thacker, Democrat, 
of 93 Cherokee Court in 
Irvine, is the only candi¬ 
date for Estill County Judge 
Executive at this time. 

Thomas “Torn” Smith filed 
for the state office of Circuit 
Judge and joins Michael 


Dean in that contest. 

William “Bo” Leach is the 
lone candidate for District 
Judge. 

Jeff Hix has filed to run 
for PVA again, and Floyd 
Edmonson, Democrat, 

has filed for the office of 
Constable, District 3. 

Earl Young, Jr., Republican, 
has filed to run for Magistrate 
District #2. 

Sherry Eox, County Clerk, 
is running for re-election. 

Rodney Davis, 

(Republican), is seek¬ 
ing re-election for County 
Attorney. 

Terry Carroll and Gary L. 
Freeman, both Democrats, 


are running for Sheriff. 

Randall McIntosh and 
Beverly “Bo” Morris, are 
Republican candidates for 
Jailer, and Larry Stewart is 
the lone Democratic candi¬ 
date at press time. 

Tony Murphy, Republican 
has filed to run for the office 
of county coroner. 

The primary election is 
May 20, 2014, and the dead¬ 
line to file for partisan races 
is Jan. 28, by 4 p.m.

collected sheets, and area 
churches helped support 
their efforts. 

They invested an average 
of ten hours in each quilt, 
or about 300 hours in the 
project overall. 

While other members 
of Grandparents United 
worked to support the 
project, there were five 
core seamstresses work¬ 
ing together assembly-line 
style to actually craft them. 

The process began 
with Ella Dunn cut¬ 
ting out the blocks, then 
Lavonda Knopp, Edith 
Osborne, Melissa Carroll 
and Darlene Calmes sewed 
them together. The blocks 
were passed back to Ella, 
who layered the quilt tops 
with batten and a backing 
and tacked them together. 
Edith labeled and hemmed 
them. 

Two years after the group 
formed, Grandparents 
United still meets once a 
month, with regulars num¬ 
bering about 15-20. 

On occasion, they get 
together at McDonalds or 
somewhere for “fellowship 
and coffee,” as Teresa puts 
it. 


“They took this ball and 
ran with it,” said Teresa. 
“They now do it on their 
own.” She attends meetings 
sometimes, not because she 
needs to, but because she 
has become so fond of the 


group. 

Edith says they have 
become more than friends, 
they have become family. 

When her mother died 
tragically a few months 
ago, the group has been 
there for her. Other mem¬ 
bers have family who are 
going through crises like 
cancer, and they keep each 
other strong. 

“We’ve got to give Teresa 
credit for the help and 
guidance she’s given us,” 
said Edith. 

Teresa insists that the 


group is as important to 
her as she is to them. 

“If I needed someone to 
have my back, this would 
be the group I could depend 
on,” she said. 

She says the group not 


only supports each other 
but is learning valuable 
advocacy and fund-raising 
skills. 

The Wisemantown 
Methodist Church provides 
the group a place to meet 
and work. 

“They’ve adopted us, 
and we are so blessed to 
have them,” said one of the 
grandparents. 

The organization works 
together to provide oppor¬ 
tunities for fun for their 
grandchildren as well. 
They sometimes organize 
outings to the park, or the 
“Bounce House,” or to do 
other activities the kids 
might not normally get to 
do. 

They are working toward 
a zoo trip in the future. 

Members say they want 
to thank everyone who 
has donated to their proj¬ 
ect, including those who 
gave at a recent road block, 
and Jackson Energy, who 
awarded them a round-up 
grant. 

They also had help 
from Brian Kibler from 
St. Timothy’s mission at 
Barnes Mountain, whose 
organization made home 
improvements in some of 
the grandparents’ homes. 

Teresa says the superin¬ 
tendent of the school sys¬ 
tem, Bert Hensley, has been 
verysupportiveofthegroup, 
and Clarice Wolfinbarger 
from the county extension 
office has attended a lot 
of their meetings to give 
nutritional device. 

Still, Teresa says, the 
group has worked hard to 
get help, and she thinks 
that is why people in the 
community are willing to 
support them, because they 
are willing to help them¬ 
selves. 

“The group has been so 
successful,” said Teresa, 
“that people from Madison 
County and the Center for 
Rural Development have 
called, wanting to know 
more about it.” 

Grandparents United 
meets every third Thursday 
at Wisemantown Methodist 
church. If anyone would

Ravenna City Council votes not to cut tax

On Monday, the Ravenna City Council 
voted against creating an ordinance to 
reduce the insurance premium tax by 
2.5 percent. 

William “Pig” Van Cleve made a 
motion that the tax be reduced by 2.5 
percent to make it 10 percent “across 
the board.” 

He said the city of Ravenna pays high¬ 
er taxes than any other towns in the state 
except Catlettsburg and Covington. 

To lower the tax would require creat¬ 
ing an ordinance which would have to 
be read at the next two meetings and 
approved. 

Councilman Louis Officer second¬ 
ed the motion, but the council voted 


against the ordinance with Mayor Estine 
Tipton casting the tie-breaking vote. 

Mayor Tipton said she would vote 
against it this time, because to cut the 
tax again would put the city in a bind, 
but she said they could reconsider the 
issue at a later time. 

She said if back taxes were paid on the 
Ravenna grade school that recently sold, 
and other properties, the city might be 
able to cut the tax in the future. 

The financial report was approved 
after some discussion. It was noted 
that sanitation fees are down, which the 
council determined was because they 
don’t know who is paying their water 
bill. 

Even if someone’s water bills do not 
get paid, their garbage still gets picked 
up which can cause a shortfall of funds. 


The police and fire report were 
accepted, and plans for cleaning streets, 
painting curbs and replacing street signs 
were discussed. 

City Clerk Susan Lay said the county 
has an extra truck which the city will be 
using for snow removal. Ravenna will 
furnish salt and the spreader and will 
pay the hourly wage of a worker, whose 
priority run will be Ravenna. 

The meeting convened and the coun¬ 
cil and guests enjoyed a Christmas din¬ 
ner prepared by Mayor Tipton and some 
of the council members. 

Larry Henry thanked the community 
for its generous help in donating to the 
American Legion’s road block to raise 
money for Toys for Tots. He said the 
road block raised $1432.32 which will 
be used to buy presents for children.

Why Can’t Congress Aim Higher?

Congressional budget negotiators are moving to meet a December 
13 deadline to produce, well, something. Commentators say even 
the narrowest will be a signal achievement. Doesn’t that seem like an 
awfully low bar to you? 

Yes, I know. The atmosphere on Capitol Hill is poisonous. Yet there 
are consequences to not producing an agreement that brings clarity 
to fiscal affairs. Right now, government agencies cannot plan ahead. 
They’re forced to fund programs that have outlived their usefulness 
and cannot fund programs they know are necessary. Contractors and 
people who depend on federal spending can’t plan, either. Our econ¬ 
omy can’t achieve liftoff, and millions of ordinary Americans remain 
mired by its slow growth. 

Things are not wholly bleak. Republican Paul Ryan of Wisconsin, 
the lead House negotiator, and Democrat Patty Murray of 
Washington, who heads up the Senate team, have been working at 
least to address the sequester. As you’ll recall, this is the draconian set 
of across-the-board budget cuts put in place in 2011. The sequester is 
a cleaver, cutting good and bad government spending without rhyme 
or reason. If congressional negotiators can take a smarter approach, 
that’s all to the good. 

But if they’re going to do that, shouldn’t they address the real prob-

lems? The country needs gradual deficit reduction that avoids disrupt¬ 
ing the economy or harming the vulnerable. It needs reforms to Social 
Security and Medicare that put them on a solid footing for decades to 
come. 

These are daunting challenges, but Congress’s toolbox is hardly 
empty. There are literally scores of possible tradeoffs, none of them 
easy, but all of them offering adroit negotiators the chance to craft a 
long-term solution to problems that have beset Capitol Hill for years 
and held economic growth far below its potential. 

At some point, Congress will have to put the federal budget on 
“a sustainable path for the long term,” in the words of the CBO. 

So long as it does not, the economic consequences hurt everyone. 
Congressional leaders seem blissfully unconcerned about this and aim 
only for low-hanging fruit, but Americans know that Congress can 
and should do better, and are rightly tired of careening from crisis to 
crisis. As members of Congress continue to make politically attractive 
suggestions that don’t come close to achieving a lasting solution, let’s 
urge them to get real. It’s time for Congress to go big.

By now, many people have seen the num¬ 
bers that indicate that out of Kentucky’s 120 
counties, Estill ranks number four in the state 
for fatalities due to drug overdoses. This is 
not a statistic that we should be proud of, 
nor is it a statistic that we should sit idly by 
scratching our heads and posteriors doing 
nothing about it. The problem extends into 
many facets of our communities. These 
include lack of youth direction initiatives,

This is not just a local human 
tragedy, but its a national human tragedy 
that takes place across the nation. We must 
start treating the congregation of our youth 
as something to celebrate, as something to 
cherish, as something to support instead of 
casting them away as if they were nothing but 
trouble. We should explore all possibilities 
in bringing recreation and tourism into this 
county as that would increase the likely hood 
that instead of doing drugs they would want 
to be free to enjoy the resources available 
to them. We should stop fearing economic 
growth and stop pretending that alcohol sales 
is such a demon. We should embrace every 
opportunity to provide jobs to not only our 
youth but to everyone. When people have 
jobs, they have less time to consider using 
drugs. Its far past time that we stop pretend¬ 
ing to be helpless victims in this tragedy 


that has come to our doorstep. We should 
instead act proactively to make real changes 
in this community and that includes ending 
the good ol buddy system of electing people 
to key positions that will act to leave things 
alone. It means ending the desire to create a 
county wide nursing retirement home which 
voids the youth of any desire to prosper or 
even remain around here. It means refusing 
to accept a guilty before innocence approach 
that befalls people arrested and publicized. It 
means accepting that people have individual 
sovereign rights to their own body and what 
they choose to willingly put into it. It means 
ending the decades old belief that a plant is 
something we should demonize people and 
go financially broke fighting.

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Cold-weather horse nutrition

Winter is officially here. 
Horses must have an appro¬ 
priate level of nutrition to stay 
healthy through our Kentucky 
winter. Here are some ideas 
to consider when feed¬ 
ing your horses this winter. 


According to Bob Coleman, 
Extension horse specialist, the 
first thing every horse owner 
should do is assess the horses 
body condition scores, or the 
amount of fat they are carry¬ 
ing. This is simple numeric 
system, ranging from 1 to 
9 that will help you adjust 
your horses diets so they are 
carrying the perfect amount 
of body weight. If you need 
help with this, the University 
of Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension Service published 
a fact sheet titled, “Condition 
Scoring Your Horse,” and 
you can contact our office to 
receive a copy. Using this sys¬ 
tem will help you keep feed 
costs down and your horses 
health and well-being in top 
shape. No matter your horses 
body condition scores, one of 


the most important aspects 
of feeding horses during the 
winter is being able to provide 
a source of good-quality for¬ 
age. Without question, this 
is a difficult task consider¬ 
ing the current availability 
of affordable, good-quality 
hay. But unless you have a 
well-planned rotational graz¬ 
ing system in place and have 
stockpiled forage that will 
that last until spring, purchas¬ 
ing hay is essential. Square 
or round bales are perfectly 
acceptable when correctly 
managed; however, you will 
have a better idea of how 
much hay your horses are 
eating when providing them 
with square bales on a daily 
basis. Unless you are rais¬ 
ing broodmares or growing 
horses, most horses should 


be fed at least 50 percent of 
their total daily diet as forage. 
For an average 1,000-pound 
horse fed at 2 percent body 
weight per day, that would be 
at least 10 pounds of hay per 
day. In addition to providing 
nutrients, hay also supplies 
heat to the horses through 
the digestive process. Its best 
to provide hay in some sort 
of feeder when you are group 
feeding your horses outside. 
In most situations, a hay feed¬ 
er will reduce the amount of 
wasted hay by 20 percent or 
more. Horse owners have a 
couple of other forage alterna¬ 
tives to hay such as hay cubes 
or complete feeds that contain 
a high level of fiber, such as 
beet pulp. These may be more 
expensive in the long run, but 
offer another way to provide a 
source of fiber to your horses. 
If your hay is of high-nutri¬ 
tive value and your horses 
are maintaining their body 
condition scores throughout 


the winter, you may not have 
to provide a source of grain 
at all. However, if your horses 
are not meeting their nutri¬ 
tional needs with hay alone, 
you can add grain to their 
diet. Remember, grain should 
supplement a horses diet as 
a majority of their nutrient 
needs should be met by the for¬ 
age source. Water is an essen¬ 
tial nutrient that you need to 
monitor very carefully during 
the winter months. In gen¬ 
eral, horses tend to increase 
their consumption of water 
when consuming more dry 
matter or harvested forages. 
But, they tend to not want to 
drink really, really cold water. 
Therefore, its important to 
make sure you provide fresh 
water daily on a free-choice 
basis. When the temperature 
dips into the 30s and below, 
water tanks may freeze up. 
Be sure to check them at least 
twice a day and break the ice 
up if needed so the horses 


can drink. You can also install 
a water tub or bucket heater 
to keep the water from freez¬ 
ing. When installed properly 
and monitored closely, these 
can be helpful tools to keep 
fresh water available at all 
times for your four-legged 
friends. Make sure you espe¬ 
cially monitor older horses 
that have trouble keeping 
weight on during the year. 
They may need some spe¬ 
cial attention to keep them 
in good weight throughout 
the winter. Using these simple 
tools can help you take horses 
through the winter in good 
health and body condition.

TIMES PAST 


The following is continued from a piece 
which ran in the Dec. 3 issue of the Citizen 
Voice & Times. It is part of Chapter 2 of 
Hallie Johnstones book History of Estill 
County. 

The events which were a part of Estill 
County’s 100th anniversary were climaxed 
on October 1, 1908 at Estill Springs. Three 
major addresses were given that day, one 
in the morning, one in the afternoon, and 
one in the evening. The speakers were 
C.F. Burnam of Richmond, V.P. Smith of 
Somerset, and C.C. Wallace of Richmond. 
The Master of Ceremonies was R.W. 
Smith, whose son R.W. Smith, Jr., would 
play an active part in the sesquicenten- 
nial of 1958. Charles W. Friend gave the 
welcoming address and T.E. Tipton was 
Marshall of the Day. 

Below is a copy of the program distrib¬ 
uted on the occasion of the Centennial 
Celebration of Estill County on October 
1, 1908.

SESQUICENTENNIAL 

A flotilla, a colorful parade, the corona¬ 


tion of a queen, and the presentation of 
a pageant depicting the history of Estill 
County ushered in the week-long sesqui- 
centennial celebration, which took place 
July 20-26, 1958. 

The weeks activities opened when a flo¬ 
tilla of speed boats arrived from Beattyville 
at the boat dock, beneath the Main Street 
bridge to salute Estill Countians on their 
150th anniversary celebration. A group of 
bearded men in their tall black hats, car¬ 
rying canes, accompanied by their ladies 
in colonial attire, in keeping with the 
celebration were on hand to welcome the 
visitors. 

A church service which included all 
denominations of the county was held 
at the Estill County High School Sunday 
evening with Dr. Francis Hutchins, 
President of Berea College, delivering the 
sermon. He spoke to a packed house on 
the accomplishments and developments 
of the county since it was formed in 1808. 
Choirs from all churches in the county 
furnished the music with the congregation 
participating. Thomas Bonny led the sing¬ 
ing with Patsy Lewis at the piano. 

A pageant, Within These Hills, based 
on data compiled by the author of this 
history, was shown each evening. The cast 
included 300 men, women, and children. 
The only professional having a hand in 
the affair was the director, John Mickey, 
of the John B. Rogers Producing com¬ 
pany, Fostoria, Ohio. All characters in the 
drama were our home people. 

The opening day parade, Monday at ten 
o’clock composed of some thirty floats, 
people walking, also riding horseback pre¬ 
sented by far the best parade ever in Irvine. 
Heading the parade was a band from 
Eastern State summer music camp. The 
queen, Miss Faye McIntosh of Ravenna, 
was chosen queen by popular vote. She 
reigned as the queen of Estill County’s 
Sesquicentennial throughout the week. 
Her court, composed of Misses Mary 
Joe Horn, Elizabeth Blackwell, Pat Hardy, 
Patsy Witt, Pamela Dalton, Faye Witt, 
Nelle Bonny and Carol Combs, followed 
the band on a mammoth float. The parade 
started in Ravenna and ended at Irvine 
High School. More than 5,000 persons 
lined Broadway and Main Street along the 
two and one-half mile route. 

In preparation for the celebration, citi¬ 
zens checked their attics and old trunks 
for antiques; many were displayed in show 
windows all over town. Men of all ages 
proudly displayed their whiskers and the 
women and girls went in pioneer cos¬ 
tumes. 

The parade of colorful floats repre¬ 
sented business houses and civic groups, 
which were repeated each morning dur¬ 
ing the week. Among the historical items 
in the parade were a horse-drawn hearse, 
an early type fire wagon drawn by a pair 
of fine horses with the proverbial spotted 
dog lingering near, a mule drawn oil rig, 
a small L & N engine, and two atomic 
weapons were displayed by the Blue Grass 
Ordinance. 

A number of lovely floats representing 
the different chapters of Sesqui-Belles, 
Brothers of the Brush and American 
Legion Auxiliary highlighted the parade. 

One of the most unique floats was that 
of the Coral Belles Chapter. It represent¬ 
ed an early American kitchen containing 
an old step-stove burning and holding a 
steaming coffee pot and teakettle. A baby 


was being bathed in a wooden wash tub, 
and clothes were being washed by hand on 
a wash board. Also displayed in the parade 
were log cabins, covered wagons, horse 
and mule teams. Mrs. Coleman Benton, 
clad in riding habit of the early period and 
riding side-saddle on her favorite horse, 
brought back to memory the days when it 
was considered undignified for women to 
ride astride; some thought it sinful. 

A float which received a hearty ovation 
portrayed a church scene with members 
in colonial attire grouped around an old 
fashioned organ singing hymns, while the 
minister in the pulpit looked on. There 
were many other good floats not men¬ 
tioned here but all enriched the parade. 

Within These Hills, the pageant, opened 
to capacity crowd each night. On Monday 
night in the preliminaries, Gov. A.B. 
Chandler crowned Miss Faye McIntosh, 
a 16 year old Estill High School senior, 
as the Sesqui Queen. After placing the 
crown upon the queen in the presence of 
her court of princesses, the governor com¬ 
pleted the ceremony with the traditional 
kiss. He then spoke briefly paying tribute 
to the contributions of the people of Estill 
County in war, peace, industry, and in 
educations. 

After the presentation of the petite 
queen, the pageant broke into a dance 
of Indians in war gear and feathered cos¬ 
tumes. They represented the Shawnees, 
who resided in this area when the set¬ 
tlers arrived on the scene. This scene 
was portrayed by Scoutmasters Charles 
Vanhuss and Richard Folger as Indian 
chiefs and Scouts of Troop 144 per¬ 
sonified the Shawnees in dance regalia; 
these included Jiggs Stokes, Bobby King, 
Marvin Clem, Perry Litteral, Danny Bush, 
Clyde Wiseman, Mike Meade, Bobby 
Hoover, Tim Monson, Danny Birchfield 
and Jim Caywood. All action was in pan¬ 
tomime. The narrators were Mrs. Earl 
Broaddus, Mrs. Cecil Noland, Mrs. Wayne 
Christopher, Scottie Durbin, Glen Clive 
Rogers, and James Smith. While the nar¬ 
rators (hidden from view) told the story 
of the coming of the pioneers, their hard¬ 
ships, their joys, and their sorrows the 
actors illustrated in pantomime. 

Our early churches and schools were 
given significant attention in the produc¬ 
tion. Estill Springs, once a famous resort 
visited by Henry Clay and other persons 
of note, was depicted as one of the major 
scenes. 

In a Civil War sequence President 
Lincoln (played by former Mayor Henry 
W. Hood) attempted to console a war 
widow (portrayed by Mrs. William Bybee). 
Mr Hood, with his dark beard and somber 
costume, bore a striking resemblance to 
the war-time president. 

The dance forms of early and mod¬ 
ern Estill County were exhibited during 
the pageant including square dances, the 
“Charleston”, and other lively steps which 
created a frolicsome mood. 

When the medicine man put on his show 
he livened it up with Lois Jane Comley, 
Myra Sue Durbin, Trusie McClanahan, 
and Charlotte Levy as Can-Can girls. 

In the pageant’s grand finale all actors 
were on stage or in front of it. Mayor 
R.W. Smith, General Chairman, publicly 
complimented the cast on their fine per¬ 
formance and thanked all those who had 
worked so hard in promoting “this, the 
largest undertaking in the history of Estill 


County.” 

On Saturday morning all of the floats, 
displays, and marching units that had 
formed the daily parades assembled in a 
massed finale. The parade route extended 
from the Ravenna Armory into down¬ 
town Irvine. 

Judging of the parade participants result¬ 
ed in a first prize for the covered wagon, 
drawn by ponies, with Bimbo Williams 
and his family as occupants. 

The old-fashion kitchen float won sec¬ 
ond prize for the Coral Belles and third 
prize was awarded to the Mending Belles. 

Many other entries were favorably 
received and complimented. Some of them 
were “Coon in the tree with the hound 
dogs barking,” “The Village Blacksmith 
(portrayed by Elijah Begley) under the 
spreading chestnut tree,” “The Dark 
Hollow Express,” “The Old Fashioned 
Hearse,” and “The Sugar Cane Mill.” 

The celebration was staged by the Estill 
County Sesquicentennial Corporation 
with Coleman Benton as president. The 
General Chairman was Mayor R.W. Smith, 
Jr., whose father served in a similar role at 
the centennial celebration at Irvine fifty 
years earlier. Other officers of the cor¬ 
poration included Oakley French, Vice- 
President, Mrs. Joe W. Eversole, Secretary, 
and William Powell, Treasurer. 

Mrs. J.J. Johnstone wrote the history 
which appeared in the brochure sold dur¬ 
ing the sesquicentennial. 

More than $3,000 was realized from the 
projects which comprised the celebration; 
the money was devoted to community 
purposes.

Bring holiday cheer to the elderly 


The holidays are supposed to be a time 
of joy, but for some older adults, especially 
those living alone or in long-term care, 
holidays can be met with stress, confusion 
and feelings of sadness and loneliness, often 
intensified because holidays can be further 
reminders of the loss of loved ones, health 
and even independence. During this time 
of year, older adults can become isolated 
from their friends, family and community, 
leading to an increased risk of depression. 
There are several ways to make the holidays 
brighter and more tolerable, however. One 
of the greatest gifts you can give an older 
adult is your time. Make it a point to talk 
with the older adults in your family, neigh¬ 
borhood and those living in long-term care. 
Listen to their stories, learn from them and 
try to put yourself in their shoes. Include 
older relatives and friends in as much of 
your family’s holiday celebration as possible. 
This may include taking the holiday celebra¬ 
tion to them. Remind older adults why and 
how they are important to you and your 
entire family. Invite your elderly neighbor 
over for some of your holiday celebrations, 
especially if they would otherwise spend 
the holidays alone. Holiday cards can mean 
a lot to older adults, and with loss, it is not 
uncommon for cards to diminish in num¬ 
ber with every passing year. For some older 
adults, mail is the only communication they 
receive from friends and family. Make an 


effort to send a card with an upbeat greet¬ 
ing and update about your life and family. 
Cards filled with bad news, such as updates 
on those who died or fell ill, can be upset¬ 
ting and stressful. If an older adult needs 
help reading or writing a card, take time to 
sit with them. Help older adults decorate for 
the holidays. Offer to help them hang lights, 
carry boxes and prepare the house. If they 
are in an assisted living facility or nursing 
home, make the holidays brighter by bring¬ 
ing favorite or meaningful decorations. If 
the person uses a wheelchair, or is confined 
to a bed place the decorations in places that 
will be most visible to accommodate their 
needs. Encourage older adults to attend 
holiday celebrations and events. Social 
activities and events to look forward to can 
be meaningful and can contribute to feel¬ 
ings of belonging and well-being. If an older 
adult typically throws his or her own party, 
you can help plan and carry out the event if 
need be. You may decide to throw a holiday 
party in honor of a special loved one just to 
let them know how much they mean to you 
and others. This can be an uplifting celebra¬ 
tion and help keep the older adult connect¬ 
ed with their friends and community.

Christmas Tree Safety Tips 


The Estill County 
EMA/CSEPP office 
wishes everyone safe 
and happy holidays with 
these safety tips. Many 
of you have already put 
your tree up and many 
are getting ready. Please 
take a moment and read 
the following safety tips 
to ensure that you and 
your family are safe this 
holiday season. A fire on 
any day seems bad, but a 
fire on Christmas seems 
to be the worst. Some 300 
Christmas trees caught 
fire in one recent year, 
with electrical problems 
the most common culprit. 
Here’s how to keep your 
tree green and your pres¬ 
ents safe. When you buy 
your tree, have the vendor 
make a fresh cut an inch 
from the bottom; this will 
help the tree drink. If you 
buy your tree early and 
keep it outside, store it 
away from wind and sun, 
and keep the bottom in 
a bucket of water. Make 


sure your lights are safe. If 
you need outdoor lights, 
make sure the ones you 
buy are meant for outdoor 
use. Make sure your lights 
carry certification from a 
testing laboratory. Don’t 
use electric lights on a 
metal tree. Discard any 
strings of lights that are 
frayed or broken. Unplug 
your Christmas tree 
before you leave or go to 
bed. Don’t buy a tree that 
is dry and dropping nee¬ 
dles. To check for fresh¬ 
ness, loosely grip the end 
of a branch and pull your 
hand over it. Only a few 
needles should fall off. 
Make sure your tree stand 
holds plenty of water, and 
don’t let it run out. If your 
tree seems wobbly, cen¬ 
ter it in the stand more 
securely and redo the 
bolts or screws. If you buy 


an artificial tree, make 
sure it is fire-retardant. 
Keep your tree at least 
three feet from furnaces, 
radiators and fireplaces. 
Try to position it near an 
outlet so that cords are 
not running long dis¬ 
tances. Do not place the 
tree where it may block 
exits. When Christmas 
is over or when the tree 
starts to drop needles, 
dispose of it. Don’t leave it 
in your house or put it in 
your garage. Keep a close 
eye on small children 
when they are around the 
tree; many small decora¬ 
tions and ornaments are 
sharp, breakable and can 
be swallowed For more

Christmas candy, caroling and the Christ child

Every year when 
Christmas time comes, I 
always remember being at 
home with my family in the 
early years and how much 
my daddy enjoyed getting 
ready for Christmas. 

He would go find a good- 
sized cedar tree on our hill¬ 
side farm a few days before 
Christmas. My brother 
and I would go along, and 
after the tree was put up in 
the house, Daddy liked to 
decorate it with our home¬ 
made paper chains, a few 
store-bought ornaments, 
icicles, bits of cotton or 
strung-up popcorn and, 
always, a star on top. 


We didn’t have electric¬ 
ity until I was 10 years old, 
and I remember how much 
we liked to look at the first 
colored lights on the tree. 

We also had red paper 
bells that folded out to 
make a large one to hang 
in the middle of the room 
and four smaller ones for 
each corner and red rop¬ 
ing to crisscross between 
them. Our living room 
was really decked out. 

Daddy loved candy, so 
he would go to town a few 
days before Christmas, 
catching a ride with any¬ 
one he could because 
we didn’t have a vehicle. 
He would buy a box of 
assorted sugar stick candy, 
creme drops, gumdrops 
(my mom’s favorite to eat 
with crackers), a bag of 
mixed hard candies, fruit 
and always a coconut, all 
bought with money from 
selling his tobacco crop. 

He shopped at the A&P 
store on Main Street, but 
he also would stop by Fred 
Noland’s store in South 
Irvine for a few items, 
including a big stick of 
peppermint candy to have 


during the winter months. 

Some were five pound 
sticks that would last 
all winter. Some of the 
country stores had punch 
boards to try to win a prize 
of a big peppermint stick. 

The kids at Drip Rock 
would buy boxes of Cracker 
Jacks and collect the prizes 
from them at 5 cents a 
box. 

We didn’t have many 
toys, but most of us had a 
checkerboard and check¬ 
ers, a jacks and ball set 
and a few card games. We 
would need socks and 
gloves more than toys, so 
that was mostly what we 
got for presents, along with 
candy and fruit. 

A lot of the kids were 
very poor and had to wear 
hand-me-downs with 
patches. I was the youngest 
of eight, so my older sisters 
who lived in Ohio would 
bring me warm clothes as 
my gifts. I was always glad 
to see them coming. 

My mom would bake a 
spice cake for Christmas 
with meringue icing and 
make her dried apple pies. 

A memory I have as a 


teenager is of a bunch of 
us young people going 
Christmas caroling with 
some of the people who 
came from Pennsylvania to 
do missionary work in our 
area. The mission was at 
Alumbaugh and they had a 
church and some buildings 
where they lived. 

They drove station wag¬ 
ons, and we would go to 
sing at peoples’ houses in 
the country which would 
surprise them, because 
they had never seen or 
heard carolers at their 
houses before. It was dark 
and cold, and we had to 
walk down to some of their 
houses with flashlights. Of 
course, their dogs would 
bark, and when we would 
begin to sing “Joy to the 
World, the Lord is come,” 
we would see lamps being 
lit inside, because some 
of the older folks would 
already be in bed. They 
would look out to see 
what was going on, and 
most would come out and 
chat with us after we got 
through singing. 

That was a lot of fun to 
go and sing carols to those 


country folks. The songs 
told of a time when Jesus 
came to earth as a tiny 
baby and lay in a manger 
in Bethlehem. 

The shepherds came first 
to see Him after the angels 
appeared to them and 
announced His birth, and 
then the wise men came 
later. 

I wrote this poem about 
the Christmas story back 
in the 70’s which I’d like to 
share. 

The Star of Hope 

The wise men were guid¬ 
ed from afar ; 

By a bright and lovely 
star 

That God had sent to 
light their way 

To the place where Jesus 
stayed. 

The star they saw, so 
bright and clear, 

Seemed to say, “Theres 
someone here, 

Who always will your 
leader be, 

If you have faith to follow 
me .” 

They followed, and the 
star led them 


All the way to 
Bethlehem, 

to a house where the 
young child lay, 

—someone to always light 
their way. 

Then kneeling down they 
worshipped Him there, 
with gifts of gold, frankin¬ 
cense and myrrh. 

To their own country, 
they did depart, 

But unto Jesus they each 
gave their heart. 

As the star did so long 
ago, 

Jesus is still here you 
know 

to guide our way through 
shadows dim, 
if we will only follow 
Him. 

Remember, wise men 
still seek Jesus. It’s good to 
read about the real mean¬ 
ing of Christmas in the 
Gospel of Matthew 1 and 
2, and Luke 2.

•Has anyone in the family been told they 
need to lower their weight or increase their 
physical activity to prevent type 2 diabetes? 

•Did your mother get diabetes when she 
was pregnant?

Gestational diabetes is a type of diabe¬ 
tes that occurs during pregnancy and affects 
about 2 to 10 percent of pregnancies. If you 
had gestational diabetes when you were preg¬ 
nant, you and your child have a lifelong risk 
for getting diabetes. 

•Women with a history of gestational diabe¬ 
tes have a 35 to 60 percent chance of develop¬ 
ing diabetes in the next 10 to 20 years after 


delivery. 

•The children of pregnancies where the 
mother had gestational diabetes are also at 
increased risk for obesity and type 2 diabetes. 

•Women who have had gestational diabetes 
should be tested for diabetes six to 12 weeks 
after their baby is born, and at least every 
three years after that. Mothers should let their 
child’s doctor know that they had gestational 
diabetes. 

•Women with a history of gestational diabe¬ 
tes can lower their risk for developing diabetes 
by making an effort to reach and maintain a 
healthy weight, making healthy food choices, 
and being active for at least 30 minutes, 5 
days a week. Keeping a healthy lifestyle helps 
mother and child lower their risk for getting 
diabetes in the future.

Ravenna couple and others indicted for trafficking 


The Estill County Grand returned indictments 
against a Ravenna couple for drug trafficking last 
week, as well as charges against several others. 

Robert Harvey, 43, of 414 4th Street in Ravenna, 
and Shonna Denal Rogers, 39, of 414 4th Street in 
Ravenna, were charged last week by the grand jury 
with several drug trafficking counts. 

Harvey was charged with trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance, first degree, first offense (less 
than 10 D.U. oxycodone) when he allegedly sold 
x /2 a 30 mg. oxycodone tablet to a confidential 
witness. He was also charged with possession of 
a controlled substance, third degree, for having 
alprazolam and other controlled substances in his 
possession. 

Rogers was charged with complicity to traf¬ 
ficking in a controlled substance, first degree, 
first offense, (less than 10 D.U. oxycodone) for 
being complicit in selling the drugs. She was also 
charged with tampering with physical evidence for 
allegedly swallowing a marijuana roach that had 
been lying in an ashtray nearby. 

Both defendants were charged with possession 
of marijuana and possessing drug paraphernalia, 
including a needle and syringe, a pill cutter and a 
digital scale. 

Michael A. Eversole, 52, of 371 White Oak Road, 
was charged with trafficking in marijuana (less 
than 8 ounces) first offense, for having marijuana 
in his possession on or about Oct. 22, 2013, with 
the intent to transfer, a class A misdemeanor. He 
was also charged with trafficking in a controlled 
substance, first degree, first offense, for selling one 
oxycodone tablet to a confidential informant and 
having in his possession 96 oxycodone tablets with 
intent to traffic, which is a class C felony. Other 
charges include possessing drug paraphernalia, 
possession of a controlled substance, first degree, 
first offense (when a search warrant turned up 13 
methadone 10 mg. tablets), and possession of a 
controlled substance, third degree, when a search 
warrant revealed 8 suboxone 8 m.g. sublingual 
films. 

Robert Ray Tipton, Jr., 45, of 296 Turner Ave., 


was charged with trafficking in a controlled sub¬ 
stance, first degree, first offense, when he allegedly 
sold two oxycodone pills (10 mg) to a confidential 
witness, a class D felony. He was also charged 
with trafficking in marijuana, less than eight 
ounces, first offense, for selling two marijuana 
joints to a confidential witness, a class A misde¬ 
meanor. Tipton was charged with possession of 
a controlled substance, third degree, because he 
had two hyrocodone pills in his pocket at the time 
of the arrest. Finally, he was charged with three 
counts of receiving stolen property for having in 
his possession firearms that had been reported 
stolen. 

Autumn F. Reed, 39, no address given, was 
charged with wanton endangerment, first degree 
when he allegedly attempted to run over Steve 
Hines with his pick-up truck on August 26, 2013. 
This is a class D felony. He was also charged with 
criminal mischief, third degree, for allegedly caus¬ 
ing damage to Hines’ residence with his pick-up 
truck while two juveniles were inside, a class B 
misdemeanor. Reed was charged with improper 
registration of a vehicle, possession of a controlled 
substance (clonazapam), third degree, and public 
intoxication. 

Mike Williams, 400 South Ridge Drive, 
Lexington, Ky., was charged with committing first 
degree wanton endangerment, for allegedly engag¬ 
ing in conduct which created a danger of death or 
serious injury to Jeff McCreary. The charge is a 
class D felony. 

Timothy Puckett, aka “Mighty Mouse,” 26, of 
225 Armour Street, was charged by the Grand 
Jury for trafficking in a controlled substance, first 
degree, second or greater offense (less than 10 
D.U. oxycodone), for selling one oxycodone 30 
mg. tablet to a confidential witness for $40, a class 
C felony. He was also charged for being a second 
degree persistent felony offender, having been pre¬ 
viously convicted of another felony offense. 

Justin Mosley, 21, of 10 Crabtree Lane, was 
charged for promoting contrabond, first degree, 
by knowingly introducing dangerous contrabond 


into a detention facility, which is a class D felony. 
Mosley was also charged with possession of a 
controlled substance, third degree, for having 18 
xanax and 2 lortab in his possession. 

William Kristopher Bray, aka “Kris”, 34, of 1593 
Richmond Road, was charged by the grand jury 
for promoting contrabond, first degree, for know¬ 
ingly bringing dangerous contrabond into a deten¬ 
tion facility, which is a class D felony. He was also 
charged with possession of a controlled substance, 
third degree, for having a suboxone strip in his 
possession. He was charged with possession of 
marijuana and for being a second degree persis¬ 
tent felony offender. 

Joseph Ryan Hurst, 33, of 125 Stevens Avenue, 
was charged with trafficking in a controlled sub¬ 
stance, first degree, first offense (less than 10 D.U. 
oxycodone) for allegedly selling one oxycodone 
30 mg. tablet to a confidential witness for $40 on 
or about Oct 21, 2013, which is a class D felony. 
Hurst was also charged with being a first degree 
persistent felony offender. 

Robert M. Stevens, 35, of 3884 Franklin Road, 
in Bloomfield, Ky, was charged for alleged sexual 
abuse, first degree, of a victim under 12 years of 
age by forcing the child to have sexual contact 
with him. 

Roger Harvey, 34, of 90 Drip Rock Church 
Road, was charged with burglary, first degree, for 
entering into the residence of Tim Dixon with 
the intent to commit a crime while armed with 
a dangerous weapon. Harvey was also charged 
with being in possession of burglary tools, because 
he allegedly used a pry bar to break into Dixons 
residence. 

Justin T.Clark, 26, of 170 Campbell’s Branch, 
was charged with fourth degree assault for alleged 
intentional injury of Bondale Richardson on Oct. 
24, 2013, a class A misdemeanor.

BBB Warns Grandparents, Other Relatives to Verify Urgent Calls for Help

ed the sheriff s office that he 
heard a report that there was a 
burned truck beside the road 
on Chestnut Stand. Baber 
was instructed to haul the 
truck in, and when the vehicle 
identification number was 
checked, it matched that of a 
truck that was reported stolen 
on 12-7 by Owen Woolery, 
76, of 65 Woolery Lane. The 
black Sierra 4x4 extended 
cab GMC, a 2005 model, was 
burned completely and is a 
total loss. Woolery stated that 
on the night of Dec. 6, he 
went to the store in his truck, 
but the next morning it was 
gone from his driveway. He 
reportedly left the keys in the 
truck. 


Better Business Bureau serving Central & 
Eastern Kentucky is warning of a phone scam 
some senior citizens have reported about suspi¬ 
cious phone calls they’ve received alleging to be 
from a grandchild in some sort of legal trouble 
and needing money wired to help. 

A Lexington grandmother received a call from a 
young man claiming to be her grandson, who lives 
in Chicago. She said his voice sounded “different” 
asif he had a cold. 

He said he had been arrested after a car accident 
because he’d been drinking. He even put another 
man on the line, his “attorney,” to back up the 
story and explain how her help was needed. 

She grew very suspicious, hung up, and called 
her grandson at his home, where he was the whole 
time. 

A Somerset grandmother described a similar 
scenario. She received a call from a female who 
said she was her granddaughter and that she had 
been arrested in Mexico and needed her to wire 
$1200 to cover the bail. 

Luckily, this woman was smart enough to end 
the call and call her real granddaughter to find 


that she was safe and sound at home. 

“With the holiday season here, and people 
traveling on school breaks or holiday visits, it 
might cause a senior citizen receiving one of these 
scam calls to be more likely to believe it,” said 
Jack Frank, President & CEO of the BBB serving 
Central & Eastern Kentucky. “This is not a brand 
new scam, but it has resurfaced and we want to 
warn the public.” 

There are various ways con artists find their 
targets. Here are some tips or senior citizens and 
their families to avoid this scam: 

•Be cautious about how much information you 
put on social media (Facebook, Twitter, etc.) Con 
artists have been known to scour those sites for 
personal details to make their stories more cred¬ 
ible when trying to convince the grandparent. 

•Ignore pleas of “don’t call Mom or Dad.” You 
may want to help out your grandchild, but that is 
the classic request from a con artist pulling this 
scam. Call the child’s home or cell phone and 
verify his or her current location. 

•Have a secret “password” or question to ask 
that only a family member would know. (Ex: 


Where did you go to elementary school? What 
was your first pet’s name?)
